Wilkins was given up a year ago while 
om one of his flights between Fairbanks 
and Point Barrow, byt after a fortnight 
turned up with a story of motor trouble 
and extreme hardship. He launched into 
the unknown, however, in Match, 1926, and 
flew to 73 degrees and 30 seconds north, 
seeing no land anywhere. He returned to 
Point Barrow in May, when he was again 
buoyed with the hope of finding northern 
territory by the stories of Eskimos whose 
mystic medicine men assured him there 
as land in the far north, as it had been 


‘visited by their tribesmen years ago; but 


on a trial flight he encountered bad weath- 
er and returned fo Alaska, where be win- 
tered and again set out in March of this 
year. He was thrice forced down after be 
had gone 5650 miles northwest and had to 
jeave his plane and tramp over the ice 
to Beechy Point, a distance of 100 miles.
